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A few weeks ago. on Sunday 
noon, I was listening to the radio, 
when suddenly the sneering voice 
of Earl Browder came on the air. 
He was delivering his acceptance 
speech as the presidential nom­ 
inee of the Communist party. An 
American citizen, candidate for 
president of the United States, 
claiming to be the champion of 
the working people of the coun­ 
try, deriding his own 
country 
which gave him the liberty 
to 
speak as he did. and praising the 
government of Communist Rus­ 
sia. He lied about America, and 
he lied about Russia, when he 
said or implied that the condition 
of the working people in Russia 
is better than in America. 
This 
came over two nation-wide radio 
hookups. The terrible thing about 
this sort of freedom of speech is 
that there are many people who 
believe it must be true 
or 
he 
wouldn't be permitted to put it 
out over the radio. 
Earl Browder is a convicted 
criminal, out on bond, and will 
soon be in jail. Yef there are peo­ 
ple who believe he is persecuted. 
The only redeeming feature 
is 
that they usually find out even­ 
tually that they have been de­ 
ceived, but in the meantime they 
are giving aid to a party 
that 
would deprive us of everything 
Americanism stands for. 
Communism should not be al­ 
lowed to exist as a party in this 
country, with candidates on the 
ballot, and permitted to broadcast 
their lies on the radio or in the 
press. Communists are using our 
civil liberties to try to kill those 
same civil liberties. In their con­ 
vention they denounced 
Amer­ 
ica's defense program and asked 
for "the peace policy of the Sov­ 
iet Union" and attacked Finland 
for "stealing part of that great 
country's territory." 
I can't understand how a n y 
human being with an ounce of 
brains can believe such rot. One 
look at their leaders should con­ 
vince them that these leaders 
have only one object in mind, to 
gain control of the government 
and thus gel power for them­ 
selves. It's too bad w e can't de­ 
port the whole lot of them to 
Russia, even those who have cit­ 
izenship in this country, and let 
them enjoy the government they 
hold up as an ideal. If there were 
a way of doing it. we would send 
all the Nazis to Germany and 
the Fascists to Italy, whether cit­ 
izens or aliens. We would g e t 
along very nicely without any of 
them. 
To me, any man who would 
foist Communism. Naziism or Fas­ 
cism on this country is a potential 
murderer, for if he should suc­ 
ceed, the result would be the 
murder of American citizens just 
as thousands were killed in the 
numerous purges of Russia a n d 
Germany, in the invasions of Fin­ 
land. 
China. 
Ethiopia. 
Poland. 
Czechoslovakia. Norway. Holland. 
Belgium and France.

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Flood Protection 


Is Sought byC.V.C. 


Water District 


The board of directors of the 
Coachella Valley C ounty W ater 
District, of which A lvah F. Hicks 
of Palm Springs is a mem ber, is 
seeking further federal aid 
in 
flood protection. Palm Springs is 
included in the district. 
At a 
m eeting of th e board, held in In ­ 
dio on Monday, G eneral Manager 
and C hief Engineer E. R. Rom­ 
berg, subm itted a report, which 
was adopted. The report is very 
interesting, and therefore most of 
it is published, as follows: 
"Coachella Valley is protected, 
at the present 'time, from W hite­ 
w ater River floods by a channel 
extending from Point Happy to 
Saltón Sea, a distance of tw enty- 
five miles. This channel's capacity 
has been over-taxed twice since 
construction, first in 1927 by a 
14,000 
second 
foot 
flood; 
and 
again in 1938 by a 23,000 second 
foot 
flood. 
In 
both 
instances 
levees 
w ere 
over-topped 
in 
places, allow ing excess w aters to 
flood adjacent lands. 
“Since 1927 work has been done 
to increase the carrying capacity. 
It was taken over by the County 
W ater D istrict in 1937, and con­ 
tinued efforts have been m a d e 
since, to im prove it by increasing 
the size at critical points, 
and 
straightening and deepening it at 
other places. Two hazardous tim ­ 
ber bridges were rem oved by the 
1938 flood, one being replaced by 
a high concrete bridge, the other 
by a dip in the state road cross­ 
ing. 
"As above stated this channel 
was designed and constructed to 
carry the flood w aters originating 
above 
Point 
Happy, 
s a f e l y 
through the Valley to Saltón Sea. 
No provisions have been made to 
handle 
w aters, 
in 
appreciable 
quantities, entering the 
Valley 
from precipitous m ountains 
on 
both sides along this tw enty-five 
mile stretch. R ather this w ater 
has been forced to spread out 
over the intervening lands, which 
are for the m ost part in their n at­ 
ural desert 
state. 
Considerable 
dam age has been done at times 
to the com paratively sm all areas 
of im proved ranches. 
It would 
have been hazardous how ever to 
have 
channelized these to the 
main ditch. Heavy floods entering 
below and above P oint H appy at

The 15 composed 
a p arty of U. C. L. A. biology 
students on a field trip, and all 
but the three arrived safely in 
the village Tuesday night. 
The 
m issing w ere Dave Boyers, Bob 
UsingeT and a third companion 
whose nam e was not learned by 
the Rescue Club. 
At 9 p. m. Tuesday the Palm 
Springs Rescue Club left 
f o r 
Palm Canyon in search of 
the 
boys. A fter combing the m oun­ 
tains unsuccessfully until 3 a. m., 
W ednesday, th e Rescue Club boys 
returned to Palm Springs w ithout 
finding 
the 
missing 
college 
youths. However, the lost ones a r­ 
rived safely in the village the 
n ext morning. 
A ccording to reports, one of the 
youths th at m ade up the field 
trip party was struck by the heat 
and became too tired to travel 
m ore than a few yards before be­ 
ing forced to sit down and rest.

Every safeguard will be taken 
to protect Riverside county local 
self-government from ‘‘fifth col­ 
umn” 
infiltration,

agreed Monday. 
A resolution “to forestall and 
prevent the employment of those 
persons in local public 
service 
who subscribe to subversive prin­ 
ciples” was passed by the unan­ 
imous vote of the supervisors. 
The resolution, submitted

Dist. Atty. Earl Redwine, follow­ 
ed a request for such action as 
made last week by the Associated 
Farmers of Riverside county. 
“In Riverside county the law of 
the land- shall continue to be the 
gauge by which men live together 
and . . . the framework and struc­ 
ture of our county shall remain 
protected from subversive activi­ 
ties and sabotage in the various 
forms which they assume,” the 
supervisors asserted. 
“The board of supervisors em­ 
ploys this means to announce that 
it is and will continue to be the 
purpose of said board to remain 
forever alert and to expend its 
best energies to be familiar and 
conversant at all times with such 
conditions and influences as af­ 
fect the public welfare of the 
state of California," it was de­ 
clared within the resolution.

WATER RATES 


UNCHANGED 


By W. R. HILLERY 
Cathedral City spoke last fall 
and the voice of the community 
was heard. 
The Cathedral City Water Co 
a public service corporation, fur­ 
nishes water to the village. Last 
year the water company applied 
to the Railroad Commission of 
the state (which handles s u c h 
matters) for increased 
rates 
claiming loss in operation. 
A hearing was called and held 
in the Town Hall. The hearing 
extended over two periods and 
consumed several days. Philip A 
Hershey, certified public account­ 
ant Of San Francisco, presented 
the case for the water company 
and Justus F. Craemer conducted 
the hearing for the state. I. Jacob­ 
sen acted for the consumers, 
which were in three groups, those 
unorganized, the Woman's Club, 
and the Chamber of Commerce 
In addition to oral testimony the 
above groups submitted a joint 
resolution objecting to increased 
rates on the grounds the water 
company records were “incom­ 
plete and do not contain sufficient 
reliable information to substan­ 
tiate an increased rate.” 
The findings of the Commission 
were based largely on an inter­ 
pretation of depreciation. T h e 
water company claimed desert 
conditions with storms required a 
high percentage of depreciation 
which produced a loss as shown 
by their books. The Commission 
engineer produced figures with a 
different basis of computation 
that indicated a profit of 5.95% 
for the water company while if 
the rate applied for was granted 
the profit would produce a net 
earning figure of 12.3%. 
The detailed findings received 
this week by Mr. Jacobsen ended 
with: Order: “It is hereby order­ 
ed that this application as above 
entitled be and it is hereby 
denied.”

Great Need for Summer Doctor 
Demonstrated on Three Occasions 
During Last Few Days 


That Palm Springs M UST have a medical doc­ 
tor during the long, hot summer months seems 
more vitally important every week. 
Three recent occurances served to emphasize 
how great is this need for a cummer medic in the 
village. 
Last Saturday afternoon Daniel Boone, enroute 
to Indio in his automobile cracked up on the second 
curve East of Cathedral City. 
Badly cut and bleed­ 
ing profusely, he was brought to Palm Springs for 
medical attention, but as all villagers know, there 
wasn’t a doctor here to administer to his needs. 
Harry Brott, pharmacist at the Palm Springs 
Drug Company, administered first aid and then 
tried to reach a doctor in Indio. 
Finally, in des­ 
peration, M r. Brott phoned the highway patrol at 
Indio, and they sent a doctor and nurse to Palm 
Springs for Boone from the construction camp near 
Indio where he is employed. 
In the meantime, it 
is asserted, the injured man had to w ait around for 
nearly an hour and a half for a doctor. 
On another occasion last week, a man phoned 
the Palm Springs Drug that his wife was about to 
have a baby and asked them to send a doctor im­ 
mediately. 
Of course, there was no doctor to send. 
Fortunately, the baby was born successfully. 
A few days ago Lee Miller cut his foot on a rusty 
can while walking about the house in his bare feet. 
He bled so much th at he had to tie a rope around 
his leg to stop the flow. 
Later, there being no doc­ 
tor on hand, he treated the wound himself by soak­ 
ing his foot in Epsom salts. 
Luckily, Lee has a 
strong constitution so he escaped blood poisoning. 
Any one or two or all three of these cases might 
have been fatal under the circumstances because 
of no available medical doctor. That none resulted 
in death was purely a m atter of good fortune; but 
they still served to illustrate what might have hap­ 
pened and how great is the need for a summer doc­ 
tor here. 
Last week Merrill Crockett, Bill Leonesio and 
John Kline were asked by the city council to serve 
as an “emergency medical committee” to try as 
best they can to get a summer doctor for Palm 
Springs. 
This committee has not m et yet because 
Mr. Crockett is away on his vacation. 
He will ar­ 
rive back in the village this weekend, and then the 
committee will get started on its im portant task. 
A total of $190 is now in the summer medical 
fund, but it will take more than this amount to 
bring a medical doctor to Palm Springs for the 
summer. 
All persons wishing to subscribe to this 
worthy enterprise and thus do their bit to make a 
doctor available here this summer should make 
their checks payable to the “Summer Medical 
Fund.”
